COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE 
MEN VISIT UPLAND 


A group of men connected with 
the extension service of the. State 
College of Agriculture passed thru 
Upland on a tour of inspection of 
citrus, poultry and dairy projects 
carried on under its supervision 
in the west end of the county, on 
Wednesday. The group was ac- 
companied by H. J. Wilder, county 
farm advisor, and one of the stops 
made was at the E. H. Richardson 
lemon ranch on East 9th St., where 
Mr. Wilder explained treatment 
and pruning methods employed on 
trees injured by the 1922 freeze.
